DEADLOCK FOUND 


MacDonald-Briand Con- 
ference Expected To 
Bring Agreement. 


LONDON, March 19.—(4)—That a 
way has been found to break the 
Franeo-Italian deadlock over naval 
parity, a deadlock which threatened 
the very life of the five-power naval 
conference, was indicated tonight aft- 
er a surprise meeting between Ram- 
say MacDonald, prime minister of 
Great Britain, and Aristide Briand. 

The two talked at French headquar- 
ters in the Hotel Carlton. Their con- 
versation lasted two and a half hours, 
and after it M. Briand said: 

“We have been talking about means 
to bring the conference to a success- 
ful conclusion and we are going to 
apply those means as quickly as pos- 
sible.” 

\This afternoon M. Briand had in- 
formed Mr. MacDonald that he was 
going to Paris tomorrow for a con- 
ference with Andre Tardieu and that 
he would return with the French pre- 
mier when the latter came here for 
the week-end. Mr. MacDonald then 
telephoned M. Briand and requested 


an interview, hurrying to the hotel, 
/accompanied by his daughter, Miss

That the conference proved unex- 
pectediy important was shown by the 
fact that Miss MacDonald obviously 
had been expecting a quick termina- 
tion of the conversation as she wait- 
ed for her father in the lobby during 
the entire two hours and a half. 

M. Briand was cornered by a baind- 
ful of newspapermen after the con- 
ference. He was as non-committal 
as usual about details, but was quite 
definite in saying that the situation 
had taken a new turn and that Op- 
timistic events were-in the air. 

“Always, when things seem at their 
worst, one finds a way out,” he said. 
“That is true now.” 
_ He added his remarks about apply- 
ing means to make the conference suc- 
cessful. 


Leaves Smiling. 


Mr. MacDonald came from M. 
Briand’s room with a smiling face 
and greeted his daughter in an un- 
usually cheerful manner.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—The 


Belvin Jones Believed To 
Have Worried Over Fail- 
ure To Pass Math- 
ematics Examination. 


In chemistry, Benjamin Belvin 
Jones was brilliant, so brilliant that 
he, a senior at Emory University was 
a student assistant in laboratory in- 
struction. In mathematics he was 
poor, almost deficient, so poor that 
in an .examination Tuesday he ob- 
tained only a conditional grade—an 
opportunity to take another test and 
graduate in June—if he passed. It 
was his first failure in a 15-year 
scholastic career. 

Young Jones’ sense-of honor was 
as high as his chemical attainments. 

Late Tuesday afternoon his body 
was found sprawled on the floor. A 
drained beaker which had contained 
potassium cyanide was between his 
feet. That was all. There was no 
note. But the professors and the stu- 
dents who had known young Jones 
in life knew that to death he had sent 
himself because he hated to face the 
possibility of not being graduated; 
that to him life without all its hon- 
ors was unequal to death. 

This morning at the undertaking 
parlors of the A. S. Turner Company 
in Decatur there will be an inquest. 
The drained beaker will be there as 
well as a chemical analysis of the 
dregs. The professors and the stu- 
dents will be there to tell of Belvin’s 
school life and the jury will return 
a verdict. Everyone at_ the school 
now knows what the verdict will be. 

Belvin was worried Tuesday night 
over the outcome of the test he had 
taken in calculus, He went to the 
home of Professor J. F. Messick, in 
whose classroom he had taken the ex- 
amination, It then was 7 o'clock. 
The professor told him of the. condi- 
tional grade, of the chance he had to 
pass the finals later, urged him not to 
be discouraged, and with a ‘slap on 
the shoulder sought to revive him 
from a melancholy mood. Young 
Jones’ spirits rose a little, but he was 
still overcome by the melancholy when 
he left the Messick home. 

As he walked away from the pre 
fessor’s door a shaggy dog followed 
him. : 

“Take good care of your dog,” the 
professor advised. 

“It’s not mine,” young Jones re- 
turned, uninterested. “I wouldn’t own 
a mutt like that.” ; 

But the dog followed him a few 
steps behind, its drooping tail wag- 
ging as he went. 

That was the last seen of Jones. 

He made his home with a brother, 
Professor W. H. Jones, Jr., who also

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FOR DRY LAW HELD 
AS WORTH WHILE 


Prohibition Friends Use 
Taft Letters in Defense 
of Present Conditions. 


BY CECIL B. DICKSON, 
Associated Press Staff Writer. 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—(?)— 
The views. of the late William How- 
ard Taft and of Josephus Daniels 
and Commander Evangeline Booth 
that ptohibition had improved the so- 
cial order from the slums to _ insti- 
tutions of higher learning were laid 
before the house judiciary committee 
today by dry advocates. 

The late chief justice in a letter 
read to the committee and a copy 
of a speech submitted by his brother, 
Horace D. Taft, of Watertown, Conn., 
extolled prohibition and urged observ- 
ance of the law from a poiat of 
“good sportsmanship.” 

Josephus Daniels, who as secretary 
of the navy under Woodrow Wilson 
made the naval forces dry, declared 
the dry laws should be given 100 years 
of trial, even if it cost $300,000,000 
annually to enforce them. He said 
that during the hundred years pro- 
hibition would save the country $300,- 
000,000,000 in liqudr costs. 

A statement from Commander 
Booth, of the Salvation Army, said 
that at the coming of prohibition 
conditions in the slums changed. 

“Then 10 cent ‘flop’ is discarded 
for the 35-cent room and the guest 
had the wherewithal to pay his way,” 
she said. 

William S, Bennett, a former mem- 
ber of the house from New York, who 
now lives in Chicago, testified that 
industry was more entitled to the 
credit for the growth of sentiment 
that resulted in the eighteenth amend- 
ment than were the “churches and the 
temperance societies put together.” He 
described conditions he attributed to 
liquor traffic before enactment of the 
dry laws and said that modern indus- 
try demanded sobriety of its work- 
ers. 

Resuming their testimony for their 
sixth day before the committee, the 
drys made a quiet attack today on 
the arguments presented by anti-pro- 
hibitionists. Although the committee 
room was crowded as usual with men 
and women, demonstrations were in- 
frequent and quiet as compared with 
previous sessions when prohibitionists 
were being heard. 

At the conclusion the drys an- 
nounced only one witness for tomer- 
row. Daniel C. Roper, a former com- 
missioner of internal revenue, is 
scheduled to appear. Mrs. Lenna Lowe 
Yost, a member of the legislative com- 
mittee of the National Association of 
Organizations Supporting the LFight- 
eenth Amendment, planned to read 
a statement from Professor § Irving 
Fisher, of Yale University, on the 
benefitg of prohibition. A statement 
from Dr. Clarence True Wilson, exec- 
utive secretary of the Methodist 
board of temperance, probably will be 
offered for introduction by Deets 
Pickett, his secretary. 

Commander Booth’s remarks were 
presented by Colonel H. W. Jenkins, 
of the Salvation Army. 

In. Salvation Army hotels in the 


pre-prohibition days, her brief said, 
between 25 and 33 per cent of the 
men in them were under the influ- 
ence of intoxicating liquors. But dur- 
ing a recent smallpox scare in Cri- 
cago, it added, 500 men in a hotel 
were vaccinated and not one of them 
was found to be under the influence 
of drink.

Birmingham men 
and women, who police say are social- 
ly and.financially prominent in the 
district. 

Revelation that dry Waders are 
named in the book was made by De- 
tective Virgil Sandefer, who, with. De

bootlegger in whose possession they 
said the books were found. 

Names of the dry leaders were 
withheld by police authorities who 
said neither these names or fhose of 
other persons found in the books 
would be released to the public.

DEATH CLAIMS 
LORD BALFOUR 


Distinguished Briton 
Dies Quietly in 82d Year 
After Long Iliness. 


WOKING, Surrey, England, March 
19.—(#)—In a-room of his brother’s 
house, Jooking out to tlie peaceful 
Engltsh-countryside he so much-loved, 
Lord Balfour. died today. 

He was 4 former prime minister of 
Great Britain, and. the last of the 
great Victorian statesmen. His last 
act was characteristic of his whole 
life. | 

Sending for hissman-servant, James 
Coltman, who ‘had-been in hié service 
30 years, Lord Balfour took him by 


the hand and said: 

Goodbye, James. Thank you very 
much for.all you have done for’ me.” 

Today all the chief public figures 
of England, headed by King George, 
united to pay tribute to the man who 
in the rough and tumble of political 
life—and none was a more doughty 
fighter than he—never lost his per- 
fect courtesy or that philosophie calm 
reflected in his numerous speeches and 
writings 

The house of lords and the house of 
commons adjourned for the day out of 
respect to his memory, but perhaps 
the tributes which the dead states- 
man himself would have preferred 
most have come from the man and 
the woman in the street. 

“He was a gentleman,” is the phrase 
which was on. tens of thousamds of 
lips today. The Briton knows no 
higher praise. 

Tributes poured if, too, from all 
over the world. August Zaleski, Po- 
lish foreign minister and president of 
the council of the League of Nations, 
telegraphed the followfmg message to 
Foreign Minister Henderson on be- 
half of the council: 

“We extend sympathy and regret 
in the death of Lord Balfour. As the 
British representative on the council 
and in the assembly during the early 
years of the league, he guided and 
inspired their labors by the brilliance 
of his intellect, his immense experi- 
ence of great affairs, by the faultless 
nobility and justiee of his character, 
and by his unfailing devotion to the 
cause of peace and international co-op- 
eration,” 

As soon as Aristide Briand, French 
foreign minister learned of the death 
he asked Ambassador De Fleuriau to 
convey his own and the French naval 
delegation’s deep sympathy to the 
dead statesman’s family. 

Lord Balfour was 82 years old. 


He was created an earl and Viscount 
traprain after the Washington naval 
conference in 1921, and will suc- 
ceeded by his brother Gerald, in whose 


house he died.

Georgia vegetables on New York mar- 
kets within 36 hours after they are 
picked from south Georgia truck 
farms! 


That will be the goal of one of | 


the most thrilling road races that has 
been staged in years. The test truck, 
loaded with six tons of radishes iced 
in their baskets, will move out 
Douglas one day this+week if the 
weather clears, and attempt to make 
New York city 36 hours after they 
quit the ctiy limits here. Should 
weather cause delay the road, race 
will get under way next week. 

H. B. Macklin, perbaps the larg- 
est truck farmer in Georgia, is the 
man who is behind the race. If it 


proves successful he believes it may. 


revolutionize the truck farming busi- 
ness and boo.a it to new heights. 


Fleet of Trucks Planned. 

If the plan proves practicable, and 
he believes it will, a fleet of trucks 
will be put into operation giving the 
New York markets fresh Georgia lima 
beans and tomatoes within 36 hours. 

Macklin has about 2,000 acres un- 
der cultivation in truck farming. Last 
year saw him put about 600 acres in 
tomatoes alone. He specializes in rad- 
ishes, tomatoes aud lima beans. 

In this experiment he is represent- 
ing » company and the farmers of his 
neighborhood who are associated with 
him. The company and the farmers 
ure able to finance the fleet of 
trucks if the plan proves practical. 

“We will start the truck out of 
here Saturday unless something in- 
terferes,” sa@id Macklin tonight. “Of 
course the driver will meet with the 
Saturday and Sunday traffic, which 
is heavier than that of the other days 
during the week. We want, however, 
to make this test with as many ad- 
verse conditions to contend with as 
might actually occur on any trip.”

Innumerable developments widely 
scattered in the lower right hand cor- 
ner of the United States today strange- 
ly bore a compelling Caponesque 
stamp. Some were not so strange, 
however, but all seemed naturally to 
fall into the category of a gangster 
fleeing to refuge from threats of death, 

Chief among those developments was 
the receipt of a telegram by Sheriff 


‘W. B. Cahoon, of Duval county, Jack- 


sonville, Fla., bearing the signature 
of “Doyle FE. Carlton, Governor of 
Florida,’ and reading: 

“It is reported that Al Capone is 
on way to Florida. Arrest promptly 
if he comes your way and escort to 
state border with instructions not to 
return. He cannot remain in Florida. 
If you need additional assistance, 
call me.” 

That put an official damper on a 
report from Miami Beach that a bak- 
ery there was simmering up a “86-inch 
cake’ to be the piece de resistance at 
a swagger banquet for Capone on 
Starr Island tonight. There was no 
apparent official confirmation of the 
cake report, but it quickly fell into a 
Caponesque slot.

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A REGRETTABLE IMPASSE. 

The hopeful revival of the Har- 
alson Bleckley pian for covering the 
railway tracks in the city’s center 
with a useful and handsome civic 
plaza has reached a_ regrettable 
impasse. 

The president of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis Railway 
Company, which holds a near 40- 
year lease upon the state’s railway 
property involved in the plaza, has 
definitely disagreed with the pro- 
posed plaza plan. He is joined in 
protesting against it by the chair- 
man of the. state’s public service 
commission. 

Their opposition practically kills 
the project, at least for the present. 

President Hill and Chairman 
Perry are mistaken in their view 
that the plaza improvement would 
diminish the value of the state’s 
property involved. 

City planners and promoters can- 
not figure out any plausible reasons 
why the proposed plaza should have 
any such effect, but rather to the 
contrary. They cannot appreciate 
why leaving that large and valuable 
space in the city’s heart open to the 
noises, smoke, steam and heat emis-. 
sions of hundreds of railway trains 
daily can add value to the state's 
property in the bottom of the big 
chasm. 

Similar improvements have been 


made in other cities, such as Chi-, 


cago, Kansas City, Indianapolis, De- 
troit, as instances, with great profit 
to the public and private properties 
involved. 

But in these cases there were no 
40-year leases concerned, Here we 
have one that cannot be ignored, 
or changed without consent, and 
with the consent and co-operation 
of the lessee lacking, the plaza pro}- 
ect must, most regretfully, be con- 
sidered at an end at least for the 
present and probably indefinitely.

CURIOUS CLASH OF POWERS. 


In Mississippi the state’s house 
of representatwes and Governor 
Bilbo have fallen into a curious clash 
between their claimed powers in the 
government. 

The house, carrying on an inves- 
tigation, had before it Carl Mar- 
shall, a lawyer, who refused to an- 
swer certain questions put to him 
and thereupon was adjudged by the 
house to be in contempt of its au- 
thority and was ordered to jail. 
Whereupon Gevornor Bilbo issued a 
pardon to Marshall—in fact two 
pardons—one directed to the ser- 
geant-at-arms of the house and the 
‘second to the sheriff of the county. 
'The house has now ordered the 
sergeant-at-arms to arrest and pro- 
duce Marshall, in spite and defiance 
of the pardons. 

The public will be interested to 
watch the outcome of the conflict. 
The case presents several quite per- 
tinent and vital questions of both 
law and political authority. The 
conStitution of the state, one may 
assume, as most state constitutions 
do, gives the governor a plenary 
pardoning power in all cases except 
of treason or impeachment. The 
issue will arise at once whether an- 
other department of the govern- 
ment, whether the legislative or the 
judicial, can take that power away 
from the governor. If either of 
them can do so, then the constitu- 
tion in that contingency, becomes 
a scrap of paper and no one can 
be sure that a governor's pardon is 
worth the paper on which it is 
written. 

On the other hand it has been 
ruled by the highest courts that 
a legislative body, whether congress 
or a state general assembly, when 
acting within its delegated powers, 
may enforce obedience to its orders 
and do so by citations for contempt, 
by fines and by imprisonments dur- 
ing the term of its sessional activity. 
| But here the further question 
arises whether, when the executive 
power acts by issuance of a pardon 
to the offender, the legislature can 
constitutionally override the act and 
nullify the governor’s prerogative? 

The probability is that if the

Daudet 
On Flanders. 
Now that Leon Daudet has set- 
tled down again in Paris after two 
yearis’ “exile” in Brussels, he is writ- 
ing his impressions on the land that 
gave him hospitality. His observa- 
tions, however, are far from pleasiny 
to the Belgian officials. In the first 
place, he refers to Belgium as “low 
countries” in the titles of his six 
volumes ich he devotes to the sub- 
ject. But this is not the worst: Dau- 
det says that he could “neither find 
Belgium nor Belgians.” He found 
Flemings and Wallons, that is to say, 
“one nationality Dutch or Nether- 
landish to the core” and “another 
group Wallon or French predisposi- 
tions.” “If there exists a nation in 
Belgium,” says Daudet, “it is repre- 
sented by the Flemings . . . the bells 
of Flanders sing far into the interior 
of Holland; we have heard them in 
Middleburg and on the shores of Zea- 
land where the Schelde flows, just 
as we heard them in Brussels and 
in Bois-le-Duc, amongst the same 
people. amongst the same houses, and 
near the same churches. How alike 
are the people of Holland and Flan- 
ders. Brussels is a Flemish city, but 
so is Bois-le-Duc!” The people of 
Flanders and Holland are not only 
alike, they’are exactly the same tribe. 
They speak exactly the same language, 
with regional dialectical differences, 
of course, just as the Parisian accent 
differs from the Lyonnais and the 
Normandian manner of —- The 
tortuous attempts to make the out- 
side world believe that Flemish is 
only a peasant dialect which has no 
connection with the Dutch language 
is refuted by the powerful campaign 
now in progress which does not de- 
mand longer “in Flanders Flemish,” 
but “in Flanders Dutch” just to 
show that Dutch is the language of 
the people.

Disarmament. 


s There is often talk of “humaniz- 
ing’ war. As if that bloody abomi- 
nation could ever be humanized. The 
abolishment of submarines is part of 
tne humanizing program, but capital 
ships are to remain a while longer. 
Yet the latter are perhaps even more 
terrible than submarines. They are 
capable of throwing tons of white hot 
steel for miles and send other big 
ships to the bottom with their crews 
of 2,000 or 3,000 men as happened 
at the Battle of Jutland and tne Ork- 
ney islands.

I believe that as the race gains 
scientific knowledge it will also 
gain an existence so free and in- 
dependent that old-fashioned re- 
ligious ideas will be outgrown. 
What else can be the outcome and 
what do you think about my posi- 
tion? 

I am entirely committed to the su- 
pernaturalist interpretation of life. I 
do not attach this interpretation, how- 
ever, to the idea that progress is either 
inherent or inevitable. To do so 
would result in an uncritical theory 


based on the doctrine that our better- 
ment is guaranteed by the mere suc- 
cession of events. 

Nevertheless, history convinces me 
that only as the unseen and eternal 
are manifested in the seen and tem- 
poral can any rational explanation of 
man and the universe be obtained. In 
other words, religion is inseparable 
from humanity in any of its stages, 
primitive or advanced. The very 
genesis of man’s welfare is in his 
awareness of spiritual being, whether 
in himself or in his Maker. From 
this standpoint Israel’s prophets, 
though they may seem unsophisticated 
to the purely scientific eye, are infi- 
nitely more necessary to a true civil- 
ization than any scientific group. 

Europe and America owe the dis- 
tinctive character of their culture to 
the religious ideals of Judaism and 
Christianity. Science came later and 
gave the peoples of those continents 
their material organization and _ con- 
trol over nature. But as Mr. Chris- 
topher Dawson observes, their develop- 
ment has not been so much from the 
lower to the higher as from the con- 
fused to the clear. 

Behind the worthy achievements of 
our race is that vision which involves 
a common conception of all the reali- 
ties of existence and a common recog- 
nition of the transcendency of spirit- 
ual values.

CIRCUMSTANTIAL —_ EVIDENCE |* 
INSUFFICIENT WHEN THERE 
IS REASONABLE DOUBT. 


Few of us would hang a man on 
circumstantial evidence, especially 
when the culprit offers a fair alibi 
or a plausible explanation of the sus- 
picious circumstances. — Yet nearly 
every one who really thinks a person 
“takes cold” from exposure to wet, 
cold or sudden changes or drafts, bases 
the belief largely on circumstantial 
evidence that cannot be substantiated 
by factual evidence and can be easily 
explained away. 

I ask our public health guardians, 
such as city and state health officers 
and officers of our national public 
health service to hear and heed what 
I say about this. If they do, maybe 
they will make their public utterances 
on the “cold” question a little less ri- 
diculous than these bulletins are at 
present and save themselves the an- 
noyance of my “caustic criticism” in 
future. As long as I go unmuzzled I 
shall continue to holler about the ab- 
surdities in the teachings and advice 
ef public health authorities, so if the 
boys resent my conduct let ‘em cut out 
some of the nonsense from their rules 
and recommendations. 

Allergy is the cause of a consider- 
able number of cases of coryza.

Dispute Over Judge’s Charge 
Delays Famous Bribery 
Trial. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—(4)— 
Disputes between counsel in the Do- 
heny bribery case over what each 
side wished Justice William Hitz to 
include in his instructions to the jury 
today delayed the starting of closing 
arguments in the case. ¢ 

Doheny’s defense to the government 
charge that he paid Alvert B. Fall, 
former secretary of the interior, $100,- 
000 for a lease to the Elk Hills naval 
oil reserve, had ended a while before. 

Former officers of his company cor- 
roborated his own testimony that he 
had nothing to do with the negotia- 
tions for the Pearl Harbor naval oil 
storage contract. This contract con- 
tained a claus. which eventually led 
to the Elk Hills lease being awarded 
Doheny’s company, Additional char- 
acter witnesses also testified. 

The defense succeeded in getting 
into the charge to the jury instruc- 
tions that untrue statements that Fall 
made as to where he received thé 
money were not to be considered in 
determining Doheny’s guilt or inno- 
cence and instructions that Fall, al- 


ready convicted of bribery, might be 
guilty under the law and Doheny not 
guilty. This was the chief objective 
of the defense in its arguments and 
the jury will be so instructed; 

The government, however, was 
equally successful in getting into the 
charge instructions that it was ad- 
mitted that ~Joheny delivered $100,- 
006 to Fall. The defense contended 
that this should read that Doheny 
“caused to be delivered” $100,000 to 
Fall, but Justice Hitz granted the 
prosecutor’s request. This section of 
the instructions reads: 

“The jury are charged that it is 
admitted that the defendant,» Edward 
L. Doheny, delivered $100,000- to Al- 
bert B. Fall. The only question then 
for you to determine is with what 
intent he so gave it. It is imma- 
terial that the transaction was in 
the form of a loan if the defendant 
gave the money with intent that it 
should influence the official action of 
Albert B. Fall, as secretary of the 
interior, in the respect set out in the 
indictment.” 

J. M. Danziger, former vice presi- 
dent of the Pan-American Petroleum 
and Transport Company, and J. C. 
Anderson, former president and gen- 
eral manager of the Pan-American Pe- 
troleum Company, a subsidiary of the 
larger corporation, testified that they 
had opposed the acceptance of the 
Pearl Harbor contract by their com- 
panies. 

Anderson said he had withdrawn 
from the negotiations for the lease 
but was overruled by Doheny, who or- 
dered the final execution of the docu- 
ment. 

The delay caused through the argu- 
ments over the prayers probably will 
prevent the. case reaching the jury at 
least until Friday afternoon,

The statement has been often made that Demp- 
sey will make a big mistake in planning any such move and that he will 
destroy a lot of his popularity by making a poor showing merely for the 
purpose of getting more money. 

But consider Dempsey’s side. He made his money as a professional 
fighter. That was his trade. It was his business. He now has the chance 
of getting from $600,000 to $1,000,000 for another fight. On just what 
basis should he turn this chance down— if he happens to need the money? 
Suppose he is knocked out? Isn't that still part of his game? Sullivan, 
Corbett, Jeffries, Johnson and Willard were all knocked out. Bob Fitz- 
Simmons was stopped more than once. Fitz kept on fighting until he was 
forty-five. s 
For Dempsey to enter the ring for a lot of money and prove 

to be a big flop would be something else. But Dempsey is younger 

than Corbett was when he went 22 rounds against Jeffries, losing 

in the 23rd.

He had to show more stuff in staying the 22 rounds against 
the younger Jeffries than he did to beat the veteran Sullivan.

Hornsby still is 
about the best man on a double play 
in the business, but he can’t go as 
far for the ball as he once could. 
Rogers had a lot to do with winning 
the pennant for the Cubs, but, after 
the strain of a strenuous season, it 
appeared to many during the world’s 
series that he had definitely slowed 
up, especially in the matter of going 
to his left. But, after a winter’s rest, 
Hornsby may be as good as ever. 


One peculiar thing is that National 
leaguers contend that the Mackmen 
pitched wrong to Hornsby all during 
the series—and got away with it.

MESSINA, Sicily, March 9.—Part of this trip has been devoted to an 
exhaustive study of archaeology, which, incidentally, has been also of 
an exhausting nature, owing to the ancient Greeks locating their best 
ruins at the tops of hills. 1 find that archaeology is a fascinating sport, 
which keeps the sportsman out of doors and does not force him to 
wear plus fours which reveal the weak points of his figure. 

In this pilgrimage I often get to wondering what kind of a ruin New 
‘York city will make about 2,000 years from now. According to a rough 
check-up I have made in North Africa and in Sicily it takes about that 
time to make a ruin out of any city unless the process is hastened by 
an earthquake, the Saracens, the Carthaginians, the Vandals or other 
forces. Of course, Senator Heflin and a lot of others say that Tammany 
will ruin New York in considerably less time than the average. From 
what I hear there are not enough Saracens, Carthaginians or Vandals left 
to ruin.a town the size of Shelby, Mon., even with the start along the 
lines of ruination that Jack Kearns and Jaek Dempsey gave it. 

But whether you like it or not New York city is bound to be 
a ruin about 2,000 years from now and a lot of tourists from 
Kansas and Nebraska will be poking around in the muck to see 
what they can make out of it—if anything. The guides will be 
telling the female professors from Lincoln, Neb., who are in the 
place that a cracked gin bottle is an incense container which the 
ancient New Yorkers used to carry with them to the temple when 
they went to worship. 

This is one of the hazards of the sport of archaeology the world 
aver. There are always books and there are always guides to take all 
of the joy out of the game. If you really want to have any fun out of 
archaeology throw away the books and use your own imagination and 
then give the guide a handful of francs or lira and tell him to go chase

1 did not make 
them public at the time because | am an amateur archaeologist in the 
sport for the sport’s sake entirely. Besides, from what I hear, there is 
no money in archaeology, therefore, no real reason for inducing anybody 
to become a pro. 

I was prowling through the brush behind the temple to Juno 
when I came upon the ruins of an ancient goat. Evidently it had 
not been seen by any other archaeologist, amateur or professional, 
or the guide would have mentioned it and there would have been 
a tablet on it.

fite Will Bring Atlanta 
‘Big Revenue When 
‘, Building Is Demolished. 


‘ Prospects of a new and substan- 
tial source of income for the city 
treasury loomed bright Wednesday 
when a3 agreement between the city 
and thf approved contractor for dis- 
mantling the old city hall building 
was reached that would enable the 
city to deliver the Marietta and For- 
syth streets corner to the Carling 
Hotel Company, lessee. 

According to the terms of the con- 
tract with the Dinkler interests, un- 
der which the old city hall site was 
leased, the Carling Hotel Company, 
of which Carling Dinkler is head, is 
to pay the city a rental amounting 
approximately to $111 per week, be- 
ginning immediately upon delivery of 
the site, cleared of all buildings, to 
the lessee. 

Although the contract for clearing 
the site had been awarded condition- 
ally to J. V. Fain, formal consumma- 
tion of the award was delayed by 
wrangling over a provision of the 
award which required the contractor 
to furnish $8,000 indemnity bond to 
protect the city in case of liability com- 
plications growing out of the disman- 
tling work. It was understood that 
the contractor and bonding company 
contended that the $8,000 bond pro- 
vision was an excessive requirement. 

Elimination of this obstacle Im the 
way of clearing the site for delivery 
to the Dinklers was believed to have 
been effected Wednesday when Mayor 
Ragsdale signed the act of council re- 
ducing the bonding requirement from 
$8,000 to $2,000. This figure was 
said to be in accord with the de- 
mands of all parties interested in 
the work. 

According to a statement made 
Wednesday night by Mr. Fain, he 
will be ready with his wrecking 
crew to begin razing the old city hall 
Monday morning. Mr. Fain stated 
he would complete the task of demol- 
ishing the structure within the allot- 
ted 10 days. 

Mr. Fain's bid for the contract to 
dismantle the building provides for 
payment of $1,500 to the city. An- 
other provision says that should the 
work of dismantling the building not 
he completed within 90 working days 
after the award of the contract, Mr. 
Fain is to pay the city $111 for each 
additional day required to complete 
the work. Mr. Fain said he expected 
the contract to be formally signed be- 
tween now and Monday. 

At completion of this phase of the 
work and delivery of the cleared site 
to the Carling Hotel Company, the 
lease arrangement with the latter goes 
into effect, which would bring the 
city an income from rentals of $40,000 
per annum, payable monthly in ad- 
vance for the first 10 years of the 65- 
year lease, and a graduated increased 
rental thereafter, Through these ar- 
rangements the city treasury is as- 
Pured an income amounting to $111 
per week, above the $1,500 to be paid

000,000. Tentative _ for the 
building, drawn by G. Lloyd Preacher, 
architect for the Dinklers, already 
have been published. 

While information available from 
Mr. Dinkler and those associated with 
him indicated that nothing would be 
done on the proposed office building 
until the final plans and arrangements 
for building the proposed new Louis 
Dinkler hotel on the site of the old 
Aragon hotel had been completed, it 
was announced Wednesday at the of- 
fice of the architect that the hotel 
plans were being rushed to completion 
and would be ready for biddfhg by 
contractors within two weeks. After 
that time it was indicated that atten- 
tion would be turned to completing 
definite plans for the city hall site 
structure. 

What appeared to be a delay in 
razing of the old Aragen hotel to make 
way fer the new 650-room 
thé 1,000-room Louis Dinkler hotel 
was explained as being due to the 
digging of foundation test holes on 
the Peachtree and Ellis streets site. 
Although work of tearing down the 
Aragon building was scheduled to start 
on March 1, when a temporary street 
shelter and fence was thrown up about 
the doomed Aragon hotel, this phase 
of the work is being held up until com- 
pletion of the foundation test excava- 
tions. 

However, those interested in the 
hotel_ construction stated Wednesday 
the site would be cleared within 90 
days and building of the hotel started 
immediately thereafter. 


S BLOCKED BY HOUSE 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—(4)— 
Final legislative action on the first 
deficiency bill, carrying approximate- 
ly $170,000,000 for shortage of funds 
in various governmental departments, 
was blocked in the house today when 
three senate amendments to the meas- 
ure were rejected and returned to con- 
ference for the second time. 

A $100,000,000 item for the federal 
farm board, inserted in the bill by 
the senate at the request of Presi- 
dent Hoover, was approved, however, 
which will enable the farm board to 
proceed with its task of rehabilitating 
agriculture. The sum brings the total 
provided for the board from the $500,- 
000,000 revolving fund originally au- 
thorized in the federal farm act last 
year to $250,000.000. 

The three senate proposals which 
were rejected by large majorities in 
the house were the amendments car- 
rying $3,000,000 for hurricane relief 
in Porto Rico, an increase in the cost 
limit of the new Boston postoffice 
from $6,000,000 to $6,750,000 and 
an increase in the cost limit of the 
Denver courthouse and customs build- | 
ing from $1,060,000 to $1,235,000. 

Although all three amendments 
mustered some support, the house re- 
fused by emphatic votes to accept 
them and ordered them back to con- 
ference. The votes for rejection were: 
155-26 on the Porto Rican amend- 
ment: 170-06 on the Boston increase 
and 39-11 on the Denver amendment. 

Conferences on these amendments 
probably will get under way tomor- 
row between members of the appro- 
priations committees of the two 
branches but it is uncertain when a 
final agreement will be reached.

DEFIGIENGY MEASURE 


Department of Justice To 
Sift Accusation Against 
U. S. Marshal Here. ,; 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Department of justice officials 
let it be known today that it will 
probably be a week before a report 
is ready for submission to the Brook- 
hart investigation committee on the 
charges filed against United States 
Marshal Louis C. Crawford, of the 


northern district of Georgia, regard- 
ing alleged collection of political con- 
tributions from federal officeholders 
in the state. 

The department will make an inves- 
tigation, it was stated, with a view 
of determining whether the charges in- 
yolve any violation of federal statutes 
and whether the charges have ‘any 
bearing on Mr. Crawford’s qualifica- 
tions for reappointment, which was 
agreed upon last week by administra- 
tion leaders. 

The charges took the form of an 
affidavit, signgd by W. R. Watson, 
vice president of the Peoples Bank of 
Lithonia, who said that he had turn- 
ed over to the northern district mar- 
'shal in 1926 checks totaling $200, rep- 
resenting “political contribuffons” 
from himself and three Georgia post- 
masters. 

While Senator Smith W. 
| hart of Iowa, republican chairman of 
ithe patronage investigating committee, 
has declined to say who presented 
him with the affidavits, it was defi- 
nitely established today that they were 
left with him by Walter Ackerman, 
of Cartersville, Ga., who is a candi- 
date for the Crawford position and 
is backed by the recognized republican 
faction in the state headed by Josiah 
T. Rose, of Atlanta,. internal revenue 
collector of Georgia. 

Mr. Ackerman came to Washing- 
ton Monday in an effort to block the 
Crawford _reappointment, following 
conferences with leaders in the Rose 
group which took place in Atlanta 
last week. The Cartersville man is 
known to have shown the Watson 
documents to members of the senate 
whose aid he has sought in attempting 
to forestall the reappointment of 
Crawford, 

The present fight on the Crawford 
reappointment is certain to have an 
important bearing on the férthcoming 
republican state convention in Geor- 
gia, which is expected to find several 
leading groups united against the ef- 
forts of Collector Rose to maintain 
control over the state organization.

Senate Deteats Oil Taritt,

Vote Trading Charge by 
Senator Walsh Brings 
Tense Situation. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—(UN) 


A $1 a barrel tariff on oil was de- 
feated by the senate tonight at the 
climax of a -day of hot arguments 
over vote-trading and the right of 
senate committees to lecture and oth- 
erwise harrass witnesses. 

The proposal, which also included a 
50 per cent ad valorem tax on im- 
ported oil products, was offered by 
Senator Thomas, democrat, Oklahoma, 
for the second time, the same tariff 
bill amendment having been defeated 
by the senate last month. 

The vote was 29 to 38, On the pre- 
vious vote the oil tariff got 27 votes. 

Opponents of the Thomas amend- 
mént estimated once that the increased 
price of gasoline and other products 
would result in an increased annual 
cost to American consumers of more 
than $900,000,000, 

Eight democrats and 21 republicans 
supported it and 20 democrats and 
18 republicans opposed it.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—()—

in an interview. said he became en- 
gaged to wed Miss Grace Brandon, 
23-year-old Brooks field, Texas, 
stenographer, eight months after the 
death of his wife. ; 

Explaining that his wife was the 
victim of a “tragic habit,” Major 
Shepard said, “ I did everything in 
my power as husband and physician 
to help free her from the habit, but 
to no avail.” 

He denied he poisoned his wife, as 
charged by federal agents, and declared 
he submitted to a blood transfusion 
in an effort to save her life. 

“Does that look as though I want- 
ed to be rid of her?” he asked, 

Liquor Said Cause. 

Reports from Fort Riley said that 
the officer ascribed his wife’s condi- 
tion to the use of liquor. - 

Major Shepard said he met Miss 
Brandon in 1928 at Brooks field, 
where he took.a course in aviation 
surgery prior to his wife’s death. 
After the cremation of his  wife’s 
body in Los Angeles, he said he went 
to San Antonio, where he again saw 
Miss Brandon. He said he expressed 
the hope then that the friendship be- 
tween them might “become a deeper 
sentiment as time went on.” 

Later he sent Miss Brandon a dia- 
mond ring, the officer said. ; 
Earlier in the day a message signed 
“Love, Grace,” was delivered to Ma- 
jor Shepard from San Antonio. It 
read: 

“Received three packages Saturday.: 
Thanks very much. Messrs. Law- 
rence and Davis from the department 
of justice, interviewed me about the 
death of Mrs. S. Am upset, embar- 
rassed and bewildered. What does it 
mean? Love, Grace.” 

Miss Brandon denied to newspaper- 
men at Brooks field that she had sent 
the message or that she was more than 
casually acquainted with the medical 
officer who was on the staff at Fitz- 
simmons General hospital at Denver. 

It was the delivery of this message 
that caused Major Shepard to discuss 
his asserted proposal and betrothal to 
Miss Brandon. 

United States District Attorney 
Ralph L. Carr said Major Shepard 
will be held in jail here until an or- 
der is received to transfer the army 
officer to Kansas. He said bail prob- 
ably. will not be set. 
against Major Shepard are expected 
to be placed before a grand jury at 
Topeka on April 14. Major Shepard 
was arraigned yesterday and pleaded 
not guilty.

P, Kennedy, 47, Monroe 
county sheriff and father of 10 chil- 
dren, was shot to death early today 
by a wholesale grocery store manager 
who had summoned him to search for 
thieves. 

The manager, Albert Jenkins, sai. 
he and the sheriff met in the dark- 
ness at the store, that each thought 
the other was a trespasser, and thai 
he fired both barrels of a shotgun 
into Kennedy’s breast when the Iat- 
ter flashed a light in his face. Jen- 
kins was not arrested. 

Jenkins’ story was corroborated hy 
Deputy Sheriff Bob Raulston, who 
accompanied the sheriff, and by Tom 
Jenkins, the manager’s brother, who 
also was present. 

A ladder and other evidence indi- 
cated thieves actually had been at the 
store, and escaped either before the

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TO ASSIGN LOANS 


CHICAGO, March 19.—(#)—The 


Farmers’ National Grain Corpora- 
tion, government co-operative; has 
completed a survey of the nation’s 
elevator requirements and is ready to 
assign loans for the year’s construc- 
tion program of its stockholders. 


“Loan commitments for all stock- 
holders have been arranged,” corpora- 
tion oificials announced today after a 
two-day session of its executive com- 
mittee. “While territorial allotments 
of loans for grain merchandising, for 
financing of physical facilities and for 
extension of co-operatire membership 
have been more or less definitely de- 
cided upon as to amounts, all commit- 
ments will be drawn against by specif- 
ie application of the borrowing co-op- 
erative and all applications will be 
considered solely on their merits and 
the qualifications of the applicant, 
without discrimination between or 
among the stockholders. A number of 
applications for loans in the various 
classes already have been received and 
several bave been granted.” 

With the grain elevators of the 
country bulging with the heavy stores 
of Jast year’s wheat and terminals 
in some enses refusing to accept 
further shipments, the grain  ¢or- 
poration undertook a survey of storage 
facilities needs throughout the coun- 
try, its report said. 

Move Begins Soon 

“In less than three months the 
movement of the new wheat crop will 
begin in the southwest. There is great 
need for facilities in that area. Some 
new construction is required and some 
of the existing houses peed enlarging. 
Some houses now owned by others 
must he aeqnired by co-operatives. 
Some 
be built, 

“In the spring wheat area the har- 
vest. is farther away, but the prob- 
lem, in some respects similar, is hard- 
ly less pressing. 

“In the states of Colorado, Wyoming 
and Utah is new territory requiring 
facilities of modern type, so located 
as to provide cheapest and most effi- 
cient. handling. 

“In the Pacific northwest reports 
indicate a need and desire to shift 
gradually from the present warehouses 
for sacked grain, many of them old, 
to madern bulk elevators. This shift 
would mean tremendous savings in 
handling costs, 

“The mideastern and eastern sec- 
tions have, perhaps, sufficient facili- 
ties, but they are largely outside co- 
operative control. 

“In many areas the producers 
around a market are signed up and 
have subscribed a substantial part of 
fhe cost of the local elevator. In 
many places plans have been drwan 
and sites obtained for new construc- 
tion. where such is necessary. In a 
word, the whole grain co-operative 
army is now ready to advance.”

NEW YORK, March 19.—Freight- 
car loadings for the past week showed 
another large drop below the pre- 
vious week and below last year. A 
chain department store passed its divi- 
dend. The weekly reviews on the steel 
trade were anything but bullish. The 
Iron Age reported that mills were 
lacking the A back logs of un- 


filled orders as the second quarter ap- 


proaches; also that there has been 
no turn for the better in the automo- 
bile situation; that two of the largest 
manufacturers of low-priced cars, 
meaning Ford and Chevrolet, had 
again cut production. 

However, the stock market again 
ignored unfavorable trade news. Easy 
money was again the controlling fac- 
tor in the stock market. So-called 
money shares, that is high-priced sea- 
soned dividend-paying shares that are 
the most sensitive to changes in the 
money market, were strong and active, 
showing gains of from 1 to 4 points 
or more during the first two hours. 
Oils and coppers were quiet, but rails, 
high-grade industrials and public utu- 
ities were very active and strong. Be- 
fore noon the tape was over half an 
hour behind the stock exchange floor. 
It caught up late. 

Ever since the upward price move- 
ment started around the middle of 
January the stock market has been 
highly professional, reflecting largely 
pool operations based on expectations 
of easier money. The public, however, 
is now coming back into the stock 
market, sensing the importance of the 
existing low rates for money. 

Today's renewal rate for call money 
gn the stock exchange was 3 per cent, 
the lowest since February of 1925. 
The official rate afterward dropped 
to 21-2 per cent, with money on the 
outside market quoted at 11-2 per 
cent. 

Trading in bonds was the heaviest 
since October 29, last, or during the 
first week of the stock market panic, 
when the price on bonds was also 
downward as a result of forced liqui- 
dation. The average price of bonds 
is now at a new 1930 high, reflecting 
easy money. 

Rail Activity No Surprise. 

It is not surprising that railroad 
shares are again active. For weeks 
these shares have been moving within 
a very narrow price level. The best- 
seasoned, dividend-paying rails offer 
an ineome return of from 4 to 41-2 
per cent, with other railroad shares 
paying dividends over a shorter period 
offering an income return of 5, 6 and 
even 7 per cent. This compares with 
an income return of only from 2 3-4 
per cent to 31-2 on the best indus- 
trial and less on ‘public utilities. Rails 
are further out of line with actual 
money market conditions than other 
groups.

FEB. BUSINESS VOLUME 
HERE AT 12-YEAR HIGH 


Although the volume of business, 
measured by debits against individual 
checking accounts, transacted in At- 
lanta last month was decidedly less 
than in February, 1929, it was larger 
than in any other February of the 
last 12 years, according to the Stand- 
ard Statistics Company, of New York. 
Value of bank debits is reported as 
20 per cent above the average for 
1920-24, while in February, 1929, this 
value was 68 per cent above. In Feb- 
ruary, 1926, the previous high Feb- 
ruary of the 12-year period, this value 
was 22 per cent above. 

Value of bank debits for Georgia 
was the smallest for any February 
since 1024, being given as just equal 
to the average for 1920-1924. This 
value a year ago was 27 per cent 
above the average and in February, 
1928S, 1 per cent above. 

Purchasing power here will probab- 
ly show little improvement over pres- 
ent levels during the next month.

Wall Street, because of recent poor 
estimates, refuses to make a guess 
on what tomorrow's brokers’ loan 
statement will show. The feeling is 
that because of increased activity in 
the stock market. with prices advanc- 
ing, together with fairly large new 
financing, there should be a large in- 
crease in brokers’ loans. A week ago 
the weekly increase was $137,000.000. 
much more than was expected by Wall 
Street. ; 

One old-timer in Wall Street ex- 
pressed the belief teday that it was 
not hard to understand why men like 
J. P. Morgan, George F. Baker, James 
J. Hill, E. H. Harriman always said 
that it was a mistake stock market- 
wise to be a bear. The old-timer 
pointed out that when general trade 
is good there is a boiling bull stock 
market and that when general trade 
is bad or worse the stock market ad- 
vances on easy money. He added that 
the only time it was safe to trade on 
the bear side of the stock market is 
when a bull stock market developed 
extreme technical weakness and that 
even then a bear trader had to do 
fast stepping to make money. 


Possible New Alignment. 


Wall Street is wondering whether 
or not the merger of the Chase Na- 
tional, Equitable ‘Trust, Interstate 
Trust with total resources of $2,000,- 
000,000, creating the largest bank in 
the world, means that a new align- 
ment of powerful banking interests 
here in the financial district is ahead. 
For years the National City bank has 
been the largest financial institution 
in the country and in recent years 
only slightly smaller than England's 
largest bank, the Midland of London. 
For generations the National City has 
been known as a Standord Oil bank. 
Winthrop W. Aldrich, who was head 
of the Equitable Trust and will be 
president of the new Chase, is a 
brother-in-law of John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr. Like the National City, the Equi- 
table Trust has long been known as 
a Standard Oil bank. The Chase, long 
known as an independent bank but 
working at times closely with the Mor- 
gan interests, is now taking over the 
Equitable Trust which has_ long 
worked closely with the National 
City. In other words, the Chase, 
which in recent years has been a 
strong rival of the National City, 
is now taking over a side partner of 
the National City and by so doing 
is overshadowing the National City 
in size. 

There was a time not many years 
ago when members of the Standard 
Oil, National City bank, Kuhn Loeb, 
Equitable Trust party passed mem- 
bers of the Morgan, First National 
bank group on the street with only 
a conventional nod, Members of both 
oot in those days said hard things 
vehind the turned back of members of 
the other camp. This bitter feeling 
grew out of long’ standing rivalry 
which reached a climax in the bitter 
fight between the two groups over 
control of Nerthern Pacific, causing 
the Northern Pacific panic May 9, 
1901, when for a few hours Wall 
Street’s financial roof was down. In 
recent years it has appeared at times 
that the house of Morgan and the 
National City have been working 
closer together, especially im offering 
new securities by the Morgans in 
which the National City company took 
an active part. In the stock market 
panic of last autumn Mitchell, of the 
National City, was the first banker 
to call at the Morgan office, the re- 
sult of which was the formation of 
the bankers’ pool. It is being sug- 
gested here in Wall Street today that 
in the future the National City might 
align itself more closely with Morgan 
banks, which include the Bankers’ 
Trust and the merged Guaranty Trust 
and National Bank ef Commerce, al- 
ready high up in the list of big banks.

School Business Head 
Answers More of Charges

Claiming that charges against his 
office had originated with people who 
were unacquainted with the real facts 
of the situation, R. R. Ritchie, busi- 
ness superintendent of the Atlanta 
schools, Wednesday afternoon reiter- 


ated a sweeping denial of all accusa- 
tions growing out of the recent pre- 
sentments of the Fulton county grand 
jury. The question was being in- 
vestigated before a special committee 
of the board of education and Ritchie 
read before this body typewritten ap- 
sewers to a list of 21 questions which 
had been submitted to him, In addi- 
tion a number of witnesses were ques- 
sought to clear up transactions 
tenance of various public schools. 

In not a single instance was. Mr. 
Ritchie found to be without a full and 
complete account of all deals with 
which he had been connected except in 
the case of a lengthy report which 
he stated would be ready for the com- 
mittee at the next meeting, Friday. 

Uses “Utmost Care.” 

“T have always taken the utmost 
care in the conduct of my department 
and I am prepared to give the most 
minute details connected with any 
transaction which the committee would 
like to discuss,” he declared. “We 
keep accurate records on every job 
we do and these cover labor, material 
und purchases,’’ he stated, ‘and they 
are all itemized and can be furnished 
the committee at any time. In every 
instance we have 
called for by the contract.” 

Recent charges of “bootlegging” on 
the grounds of various city schools 
were echoed in one question which 
asked what had been done to cause 
this practice to be discontinued. 

“We want to find out if any of our 
employes are in ‘cahoots’ with any- 
one who is trafficking in liquor and 
if you have ever failed to tell what 
you know in regard to protecting any 
member of the board of education in 
regard to bootlegging,” was one ques- 
tion included in the list. 

Replying, Mr. Ritchie stated 
he had never protected anyone; that 
the school grounds naturally provided 
ideal loafing places for criminal char- 
acters since they were often unoc¢u-

STATE TO PAY SCHOOL 
DEBTS, DUGGAN SAYS 


Assurance that the state would pay 


its obligations to the county educa- 


tional systems and that the state de- 
partment of education would make 
every proper effort to secure these 
payments at an early date, was given 
by Dr. M. L. Duggan, state super- 
intendent of schools, in a circular let- 
ter addressed to county school super- 
intendents Wednesday. 

“The governor borrowed $1,000,000 
for payment on the 1930 appropria- 
tion, which has already been sent out 
to the schools. I believe and confi- 
dently expect that the governor will 
under his constitutional 
borrowing power which will be avail- 
able at an early date. I am unable 
to answer the question as to just 
when or how much he will borrow,” 
Dr. Duggan said. 

“The last legislature preserved the 
legal status of all unpaid balances on 
1928 and 1929 (including the Barrett- 
Rogers schools) in joint resolution 
No. 45, which ‘authorized, empowered, 
and directed the governor to pay such 
unpaid balances in full on such ap- 
propriations for the years 1928 and 
1920 out of any funds available in 
the treasury from revenues now or 
hereafter provided by law.’ Only the 
governor 
when any funds in the treasury be- 
come ‘available’ for these obligations. 
The state will assuredly dis¢harge in 
full these sacréd obligations. The de- 


partment of education will make ev- 


ery proper effort to secure these pay- 


| ments at the earliest possible date.
